clent. This is a question that rises 
far above the wishes of tho clerks 
themselves. 


The Government Clerks. 


Nothing is plainer In this whole 


question^ than the fact that under the 
present conditions the more capable of 
the younger employees are constantly > 
looking for opportunities to leave-the 
service with advantage to themselves. 
They regard the government service 
as merely .a stepping stone, to some- 
thing better. 
. 


Yet it IB a fact that most of the 


government clerks are exceptionally 
faithful to their tasks. 
They know 


that there Is no opening In the upper 
ranks for them, with the rarest of ex- 
ceptions, and they are confronted with 
the virtual certainty that when they 
have been incapacitated after years of 
service they will be dropped as worth- 
less-by an ungrateful government. It 
may be that the hope that,the United 
States will see its need clearly in time 
to provide a retirement system in sea- 
son to affect them personally holds 
some of them in the service.
